S.O. 1578/E8S.Coinm/Iron & SteeJ. —In exercise ol the powers conleired by 
clause 17A of the Iron and Steel (Control! Order 1956, the Central Guveroment 
hereby makes the following directions regarding the procedure to be followed in 
the supply of billets to re-rollcrs and in the distribution of the re-rolled products, 
namely;— 

(i) The main producers of iron and steel namely the Hindustan Steel 

Ltd., the Tata Iron and Steel Co. Ltd., and the Indian Iron and 
Steel Co. Ltd., shall supply the billets produced by them to the 
re-rollers in accordance with the decisions of the Billets Re-roller.s 
Committee set up by the Central Government in the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Steel and Heavy En¬ 
gineering No, SC(I)-12(36)/70-B dated the 14th April, 1971 and 
subject to such over-all policy as may be decided by the Central 
Government. 

(ii) The Re-rollers who receive the billets in accordance with the decisions 

ol the Billet Re-rollers Committee shall produce and despatch the 
re-rolled products in accordance with the programmes formulated 
from time to time by the Billet Re-rollers Committee.

Functions 

(1) The Committee shall regulate the supply of billets including those supplied 
by the main producers, as weU as any imported billets placed at tnelr disposal to 
the Billet Re-rollers. 


(2) In deciding the distribution, the Committee shall earmark a substantial 
portion of the re-roUed products to meet priority and bulk requirements, especial¬ 
ly of Government Departments/Undertakings and Quarf-Government Institutions. 
The Committee shall arrange for the balance quantity to be distributed through 
the .stockyai'ds of the Main Producers. 

(3) The Committee may determine the price of the re-rolled products, sub¬ 
ject to approval by the Central Government. 

(4) The Committee shall set up its own Organisation to carry out the above 
functions and devise its own procedure for distribution of billets, receiving in¬ 
dents for supply of the re-rolled products, checking of stocks and consumption, 
cajculatlng demands for the re-rolled products.^ planning the distribution of the 
re-rolled products and other such matters of detail.
